In bnef it may tte said that notwith- 


standing the stirring incidents of last 
night and today in Decatur and on the 
road from Siantio to the western edge ot 
the city, there is no occasion for anybody 
to become excited or alarmed. There are 
about 200 striking miners in camp near 
Steven's creek at a point some distance 
north o( the Wabash railway and there 
are less than 100 miners in camp ot a 
point south of tbe city near the Illinois 
Central ra'lroad bridge. A number of 
the marching miners have managed to en- 
ter tbe city and they will probably stay in 
town until "the war is over." 
This 


afternoon efforts are being made to ullow 
the strike leaders to have a talk with the 
miners at work. Nearly all tbe men re- 
sained work at the mines this morning. 


The Situation In General. 


Tbe strike war goes merrily OB and the 


invading army is within sight of the 
promised land of Decatur into which they 
are not permitted to come. The march

At Stevens Creek Mrlrtgo 


When a reporter visited the Stevens 


creek rendevons on the Springfield road, 
it was assuming quite a warlike appear 
anae 
Deputies were patrollng tbe biidpe 


and on every lookout point wore stationed 
one or more deputies. Ic was generally 
understood th'it this was to be tbe road 
for the mar-h and large numbers drove 
out to see the expected affray and count 
be wounded. As time wore by several 
strikers attempted to get through tbe 
ines by riding with farmers, but the dep- 
uties quickly atopped these and turned 
them back. Four tried to get through 
thla way. Among those who tried to 
pass through the lines was one striker 
who It is supposed was sent out to treat 
with the deputies and give the main body 
of strikers a chance to go around by the 
Mt. Pulaski road 
He represented to the 


commanding deputy that since the march 


strikers be permitted to meet the Decatur 
miners at a meeting to be called for that 
purpose, thnt the committee may have a 
friendly talk with them on the situation. 
Then If the men refuse to come oat they 
will agree to quietly disperse, and win 
make nc demonstration of any character. 
Mr. Kay stated that this proposition met 
with hia a jproval and he thought tbafc 
under the circumstances it should be 
given a trla . He said he was in I aver of 
any plan that would bring to an end the 
present disturbed state of affairs 
He 


could not tell what might happen if tbe 
visitors were to remain in or about tbe 
city. He knew that there were a lot of 
men at tbe edge of the city and that the 
sheriff was making an effort to keep them 
out, but be did not believe that he wonld 
be successful, for the reason that tbe men 
would divide up Into small parties and 
get into tbe city In time, by night or day.

Springfleld men to reach Nlantio. Sher- 
iff Nicholson believed Jtoat it Was the plan 
of the strikers to stay «& Nlantio until af- 
ter rridnlght and then march In a body 
on Deoatnr, entering tbe city at an early 
hour this morning. Holding to that view 
the sheriff sent men out toward Nlantio 
and to tbo village itself to keep him post- 
ed should tbe marchers break camp In 
cbo night and start for the city. The 
miners did not make tha move expected, 
but the preparations that wore made for 
their reception bad they started in tbe 
night were suffloent to feeep all tbe regu- 
lar officers and tbe deputies In a lively 
state of expectancy and anxiety. All 
were so deeply absorbed In the movements 
of tbe Nlantio band, that none know that 
Pana had arrived and bad gone into camp 
on tbe bill close to the water works. 


Officers and reporters wore stopped Ire 


quently by citizens who wanted to le«n 
the latest from Nlantio. Even the chil-

of East Africa. 


Recording to »r. Gregory, o*tfcel,on- 
j«on natural HUtory Slnseum, They 


Can Hardly Be Seen—Known 


' 
a* Guerero*. 


Dr J.W. Gregory, of the Natural His- 


Wy museum, of London, reports the 
Biscovery of a family of African mon- 
teys-whichaddeanother curiosity to the 
wonders of the zoos, provided they are 
fortunate enough to obtain specimens. 
These monkeys are found in certain dis- 
tricts of East Africa, and pass most of 
their time in the dense forests cloth- 
Ing Mount Kilima Njaro and other dis- 
tricts of that section. 
The black-stemmed trees in which 


they make their homes are thickly 
draped with gray heard moss or lichen, 
which reaches for several leet below the 
bougrhs. As the monkeys hang from 
Ihc branches Dr. Gregory says that they 
BO closely resemble the lichen that he 
found it "impossible to recognize them, 
even when only a short distance away. 


These monkeys, says the New Yorc< 


Herald, arc known to the natives of cer- 
tain, districts of East Africa by the 
name of guereza. They belong to the 
group of thumbless apes, which are re- 
stricted to the African continent, where 
they take the place of the langurs, or 
eacrec! apes, of India and other oriental 
countries. From the other thumbless 
opes the guerczas, or the species to 
which that name properly applies, are 
distinguished by their long, silky, black 
and white coats, which are much sought 
after by the antives of Africa as ar- 
ticles of their scanty costume and for 
.purposes of decoration. 


In the typiiAl Abyssinian g-uereza. tho 


greater part of the fur of the body and 
limbs is of a deep, bhinhif* black, but 
from the shoulders there depends a 
mantle of long, white, silky hair, ex- 
tending down each hide and meeting on 
the lower part of the buck, bo as to hang 
down over the sides cr ' 'body as well 
cs over the hips and i..ii.rli:;.

WINGED PIRATES AT

A horde of pirates boarded the steam- 


sr Walla Walla the other day when sh« 
was 15 miles off'^ape Jlendccino on 
the Pacific coast. 


There were about 200 oi them, and 


they swarmed over the vessel, laying 
about them, to right and left, and 
plunging their swords into everything 
that seemed of value. 


Their gorgeous plumage fluttering 


about the deck made the ship seem like 
a, bird fancier's shop, for these pirates 
were a big flock of humming birds with 
a stiff land breeze behind them. They 
had burst suddenly out of a, dense fog, 
ind alighted on the vessel at dusk. 


The birds seemed so nearly dead with 


hunger and fatigue that they had lost 
all fear of human beings. They had 
probably been driven oH shore by the 
land breeze and lost in the fog. Some 
of them perched on the first solid ar- 
ticles they saw, gave two or three lit- 
tle gasps, and then tumbled over dead. 


Some went straight for the heads of 


two or three women passengers who 
wore flowers in their hats, and began 
buzzing about them as industriously 
js if the flowers contained nectar. One

aud lodged there so tightly that it could 
not get out without assistance. Third 
Mate llogan caught one in his ear, and 
one on his mustache, and neither bird 
lost a moment before it began to drill 
[or food.

creatures. 
They 


brought out pans of water aud bread 
vrumbs find lumps of sugar, and tho 
birds made haste to fill themselves. 
Some of thorn ate until they were, so 
fiill that they rolled ovjron their sides 
and lay on the deck, blinking happily 
at all around them. Lumps of sugar 
-•naked hi water were their greatest de- 
light, but these they would- not eat un- 
less die lumps were held in someone's 
half-closed hand. 


Capt. Wallace held a lump of sugar in 


lis mouth and two of the birds buzzed 
ibout his face and sucked at the sugar 
nreedily. The captain kept 20 of the 
birds in his cabin over night, and many 
af the passengers had a dozen each in 
their rooms. 


When the vessel was close to Point 


Reyes the next day most of the birds 
we're liberated, and as soon as they 
looked about and saw land many flew 
Jirectly to it. But about 30 did not care

opportunity of seeing the animals in 
their native haunts it is almost impossi- 
ble to divine what purpose that may be. 


It is met with elsewhere in the zebras 


and also in the remarkable parti-col- 
ored bear of Thibet. 
Although? the 


'former animals are conspicuous enough 
in a stall at the zoo, or when stuffed in a 
museum, travelers tell v.s that when 
's.-rn in the ha/e of an African desert 
their black anil white stripes fade at 
a verj short distance to an^almost in- 
vi i!>:'c gray. This may e^en be ob- 
eirv?d in a hot summer when the grass 
i- buriiu'.l brown in some of the private 
3Cj • li.-.h paiks where several of these 
bcautiiul animals are allowed to roam 
ill will during the summer months. 


Dr. Gregory's observations have fully 


solve'! the problem of the use of the re- 
markable coloration ,of the guerezas 
iwhieh has so long puzzled the brains oi 
matunilist-s. Decisive evidence is ap- 
[parent thnt the black and white colors- 
Ition of these animals protects thorn bj 
la close resemblance to their inanimate 
(surroundings. There are, however, eer- 
itain smaller animals with a similar type 
iof coloration in which the .startlingcon- 
itrast of black and"white seems to be foi 
ithe purpose of rendering them con- 
ispicuous, and as some at least of these 
fcreatures are endowed with a most dis- 
igusting odor their cor.spicuousness has 
ibeen regarded as warning other ani- 
imals from attacking them. 


.

I waa entertained while 
in the city at the home of Miss Bean, 
Cor Sec. of the Woman's Club of Wis- 
consin, and although the weather was 
exceedingly warm, my hobtess'residence, 
on a high bluff overlooking the lake, was 
alwavs comfortable. 
The citizens of 


Milwaukee certainly did all in thei-- 
power for the comfort and entertain- 
ment of their guests. The morning and 
evening general meetings were held in 
the Exposition building and the depart- 
ment meetings in the afternoon at the 
various halls, churches and theaters. 
The Dent, ot School Administration, as 
ours was called, met in the handsomely 
furnished room of the Milwaukee School 
Board, on the 5th floor of the City Hall 
—cool, sightly rooms. About 300 regis- 
tered, but I think a large number of 
them attended ottur meetings instead. 
Dr. Getz.the president, kept thingsmov 
ing up to time and placed himself on 
record in his opening address aa opposed 
to married women teaching in the pub- 
lic schools. The same genera! question 
confronts school boards every where, and 
it was interesting to hear the same mat- 
ters which have come before us discussed 
by delegates from Main to California 
and from Minnesota to Louisiana. 


Mr. Errant of Chicago presented a 


plan bv which school matters could be 
brought to the board by a series of mee_t 
ings of representatives from teachers in 
tho lower grades up through the higher 
grades and so on to the principals, from 
them to the superintendents, and thence 
to tho board. %vhich he thought might 
furnish that body with the consensus of 
opinion in regard to the requirements of 
the schools from those directly engaged 
in the work. 
Mrs. Buckley explained the so called 


"Cleveland Plan," which leaves all power 
of appointment virtually in the hands of 
one person, and said that while it worked 
well now. A-as open to severe criticism as 
dangerous in this extreme. 


Mrs.N'iles of Freeport, III., emphasized 


the receswity of the improvement of the 
trachirg force by cot lettinctour sympa- 
thies get the better of our judgment in 
the employment of needy and otherwise 
desirable but 
incompetent teachers. 


She quoted thi statement that 2o per 
cent of our teachers are incompetent, 
which in the discussion brought out tho 
letort that full) 23 per cent of our law- 
3 ers, doctors and preachers are incom- 
petent. 
Mr. Sears of Iowa, in his paper on the 


'•True Function of tbe Public School, 
did not think that it necessarily included 
the expense of high school instruction. 


The paper on "Selec'iin of i-chool 


Boards,'' written by Mr. WatKins, pres- 
ident of the board of education of IJouis- 
iille, Ky., was read by a substitute, and 
what senmed at first to be a mass of sta- 
tistic only, proved, in the conclusion 
drawn, to be very instructive. The ten- 
dency is evidently toward smaller boards 
elected by tho people. According to his 
statistics, hoards range in number from 
three to eighty-four.

The paper by Mr. Kirchncr, architect 


of the St Louie school board, was quite 
interesting, going over the same ground 
that we have lately in question of con- 
struction, light, heal, ventilation, &c., 
and is well worth reading over.

the TurWnia has attracted great atten- 
tion from experts, not only on account 
of her amazing- registered speed of "38 
miles an hour" over a rough course, but 
also from the novelty of the method 
of propulsion, the lightness of machin- 
ery; the absence of vibration and other 
notable features. At a recent meeting 
of the shipbuilding- section of the in- 
stitute of civil engineers in London, 
Mr. Thornycroft, whose name is well 
known in connection with the develop- 
ment of the modern type of water tube 
boilers.con'grratulatcd Charles Algernon 
Parsons, the designer of the Turbinia, 
upon her wonderful record, and at the 
same time he pointed out reasons why 
tbe very extraordinary speed attained, 
as compared with the torpedo*oat de- 
stroyers — heretofore 
the 
speediest 


boats constructed—was more remark- 
able even than appeared at first sight 
Prof. Ewing, of Oa-rtibridge, who spent 
a w«ek upon the vessel and made manj 
tests and experiments in regard 
to 


speed, water and fuel 
consumption 


etc., gave some very interesting infer 
mation. 
The absence of complicated 


machinery (there being no reciprocat- 
ing parts aisin ordinary engines) made 
the duty of the engineer very easy; 
"in fkicit," he says, "there was nothing 
but a steam stop valve and a reversing 
valve that had to be handled." 
In 20 


seconds after starting from a state of 
rest the steam turbine engines 
were 


working at u rate equivalent to a speed 
of 28 knots; of course, this did 
not 


mean that the ship responded instant- 
ly, and got under such headway in that 
brief time.

BARBED WIRE MESSAGES. 


A. TcleRr»l>J» Line Over a Mile 1.OMB 


Was Pitted Out for LeM TUiin. f 10. 
Considerable interest was aroused 


uot long ago by the experiment of three 
young men in Wilming-ton, Muss., who 
made up their minds to become tele- 
graph operators. They were: George 
Frost, a farmer's son, who lives about a 
mile north of Wilmington. Junction; 
Elmer Batcheller, station agent at the 
junction, and Willard Lowe, son of a 
foreman on the Boston '& Maine rail- 
road. Their first ambition %vas to be 
able to click out words and sentences 
on an instrument; and having learned 
to do that, they were determined to 
have an outdoor telegraph line of their 


Many persons learn to make and 


understand the dote and dashes used m 
telegraphing, but perhaps not one in a 
hundred knows what it means to equip 
and care for a line over ft mile long. It 
is commonly supposed that an outdoor 
line is expensive, and that its construc- 
tion an* management require a degree 
of skill not possessed by the average 
telegrapher. The- scheme of the three 
young men, who madealine over a mile 
lonn- out* of a barbed wire fence, shows 
how cheaply, easily and satisfactorily 
communication by tolcgraph may be 
effected for a comparatively short dis- 
tance. How that scheme was earned 
out, the line insulated, provided with 
batteries and three sets of instruments, 
and put in complete working order for 
about ten dollars, was explained to a 
reporter.

"A barbed wire fence," said 
Mr. 


Batcheller, "may be an odd substitute 
for a telegraph line, but it is far from 
beinr- n paor one. Our plnm worked 
perfectly, and the fence wires that were 
used couldn't have given better service 
if they had been of the best copper and 
strung 30 feet abote the ground. The 
fence was used for the sake of conven- 
ience and economy.

Several timus It seemed u* if a bloody 


conflict was unavoidable, but tho SB«- 
oontrol and pernletenoy ot tbe sheriff «nd 
his men finally triumphed. The strikers 
iu ramp at Turtle Creek obeyed tho In- 
jnnction.by refraining from marching on 
Oak Hill mine. Instead tiny proceeded 
to the Sprlng'vlllo mlno and succeeded In 
inducing the mon to meet them this 
afternoon and discuss tho sltuntfdn. 


During tho morning about 40 women 


appeared on tho road lending to Plum 
Creek, beaded by tbo strikers' queen, 
Emma Haas, wearing a wreath of daisies 
and carrying a flag- Banners wore dis- 
played bearing such Inscriptions an: "Wo 
are out for women's rights." "Sixty-nine 
cents or bust," "United we stand, divid- 
ed wa fall," "It's oread and'butturwo 
want." Tho deputies were lined up and 
ordered tho crowd to disperse. Quo girl 
Bald to a deputy, "Ob, you're not BO 
many," "We're not afraid of you." Tho 
deputies took many taunts and joors but 
the marchers were finally persuaded to re- 
turn home. 


Another Sweeping Injunction. 


Plttsburg, Aug. 33 —A bill for »n In- 


junction against th* United Mlno Workers 
was filed In the county court at noon by 
the New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
company. Tbe defundants named are tho 
United Mine Workers of America, dis- 
trict officials and others. Tbe oompauy 
sots forth li has $1,000,000 Invested In 
tho coal lands of Pennsylvania and re- 
counts the conditions prevailing at tbo 
mines Flnco the strike begun; nllvgoH that 
the lives of miners and tbo propo ty of 
tho company uro in danger. Judge Col- 
lier Rrant.e'b « preliminary Injunction an- 
joinlug tho defem'.auts from assembling, 
Hunching or encamping proxlmatoly to 
tho mines and houecs of the miners for 
the purpose of intimidating the mon, uto., 
by threats for tho purport) of preventing 
the miners from working. The Injunc- 
tion Is regarded as the most sweeping yi't 
issued. President Dolao declares It will 
make no difference; that tho minors will 
BO abend ns usual and If tho courts at- 
tempt to enforce the injunction it will 
bave to build more jails to hold tho arreBt- 
cd strikers.
